Nomenclature. 


The Trnckee Republican says. 
Themis, a Sacramento weekly newspaper, 


gives the followisg derivation to the names 
of Ttnckee and Taboe. Tbe account of 
the naming of the river and lake baa been 
published in this paper before, but it was 
so long ago tbat a repetition will be inter- 
esting. Themis says 


••William Baldridge, a very early pion- 


eer, writes the following account of tbe 
deiivatioo of She word Trnckee. In 1845 
Jams* M. Hat bin and a few others were on 
tbeir way to California, via overland 
route, aid onarming at the sink of tbe 
Humboldt, they met an Indian and em- 
ployed him to pilet them across tbe desert. 
While en route Harbin noticed a resem- 
blance in him to a Frenchman, that he had 
formerly known, and theiefore bestowed 
the name of the Frenchman (Trnckee) on 
the Indian, and on arriving at the iverr 
(Trnokee) they were greatly elated at their 
good fortune, and named it Trackee's 
river. "Trnokee" and two of bia brothers 
came to California with the immigrants in 
1346, and served in Fremont's battallion 
until tbe end of the war. 


The derivation of the word "Tahoe" 


bas, perhaps been more elaborately dis- 
cassed than that of any other word of geo- 
graphical designation in the State. 
Tbe 


beautiful lake, lying on the boundary line 
between this State and Nevada, has borne 
the nsme since aboriginal days. 


On February 10, 1870, an Act of tbe Leg- 


islature was approved declaring the name 
of tbe lake to be "Bigler," in honor of the 
ex-Governor. In the debates in the Legis- 
lature tbe matter of tbe name of the lake 
became almost a partisan issue. 
The 


Democrats favored the name Bigler and 
tbe Bepoblieans Tahoe. The Democrats 
claimed that the name Tahoe bad been 
born* by a disreputable and vicious In- 
dian chief wbo bad murdered an American 
family earned,Kotbrock on tho Trnckee 
liver In early days. 
The Republicans 


contended tbat it was an Indian word 
meaning "big water." 


The above is probably trne, except At to 


the meaning of the word Tahoe. It has 
the sound of being an Indian word but 
there is no sncb word as "Tahoe" in the 
vocabulary of any of the lodian tribes of 
this vicinity. It may possibly be a word 
in tbe language of some Eastern tribe and 
might have been bestowed by some white 
man wbo_ knew the meaning of the word 
and considered it appropriate to the big, 
water, bine water, pure water of tbe beau- 
tiful lake. Mark Twain in 'SBougbine It" 
statM that Tahoe is the Digger Indian 
word for grasshopper sonp. But Mark is 
f£ t?"??? n*lM*- •*' <">y rate tbe word 
"Tahoe" is shrouded in mystery.
